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PROSTITUTION OF THE MiILiTarY PaRores- 
sion.—In a recent debate in the House of 
Representatives, says the Nashville Banner, 
Mr. Pile, of Missouri, made the statement 
that he had just been informed by the Sec- 
retary of War, that at the rate at which offi- 
cers of the army were now dismissed the 
service for incompetency, drunkenness and 
immorality, one-fourth of all in the service 
would be got rid of in twenty months, 
This is not surprising. The tendency of 
affairs since the war, in the army, has been 
demoralization. ‘To be compelled to carry 
out orders in the interests of Radicalism to 
trample upon the Constitution, and upon 
the rights and liberties of the Southern peo- 
ple, is enough to blind any one to vice and 
immorality, and to lead him to perdition. 
Can any officer be a party to a prosecution 
like that now in progress at Atlanta, where 
a score nearly of innocent men are being 
tried for murder upon suborned testimony 
under the manipulations of a detective from 
Washington, and not either loathe . himself 
and his employers, or give himself up to 
vice and immorality? No wonder com- 
missioned officers abandon themselves to 
drunkenness and licentiousness when the

Tue Crops IN SOUTHERN GEORGIA.—Our 
traveling agent, Capt. Ector, returned yes- 
terday from a two weeks’ trip through 


Southern Georgia. He makes the follow- | 


ing report in regard to rains and crops: 

A general rain has fallen all over the 
country, within the last ten days, but in 
many counties it came too late to save 
early corn, but will be 7. beneficial 
to late planting. There have been heavy 
“sarees particularly about Eufaula and Al- 

any. 

The cotton is good only “about in spots.” 
As a general rule the pliant is small and 
stunted in growth. In Randolph county 
the rust had made a small appearance. 
With good seasons the cotton crop will pro- 
duce well to the area planted. 

He estimates upon the whole that one- 
third less cotton and one-third less corn 
will be produced this thgn last year. But 
notwithstanding this fact, the planters are 
in better spirits now than they were then, 
for the reason, they are not in debt and 

' are certain to get a better price for their 
crops. 

Politically the white people are unani- 
mous for Seymour and Blair. He thinks 
even a majority of the black population 
will vote the Democratic ticket.

General Rousseau responded by saying 
that he had not meddled in polities since 
he had been in the army. -He had and 
cherished his own opinions on political 
matters. He wis success ‘to Demo- 
cratic. principles, and to the .Democratic 
ticket, and hoped and expected to see 
them triumphant in the coming. election. 
No man was more opposed to Radical 
dectrines than he was; but, as a soldier 
in the army. it was doubtiul to him wheth-— 
er it woud be proper for him to take an 
active part in politics. Yet, still, he would 
‘assure the deputation that his whole heart 
was in the cause. No doubt he had tilus- 
trious examples to guide him tn those ma‘« 
ters—Gen. Sickles and oi hers, Whom itwas | 
unnecessary to name; but, evem Will | 
those examples before -rhim,. be. .doubted | 
very much the propriety of a soldier inte - 
fering in the strife of parties. He would, 
however, repeat what he stated before, that | 
he was strongly opposed tO radicalism. as 
understood among the people, and te 
trusted that the great Democratic party | 
would soon be i4 a position to restore the | 
Union, whieh would bring with it peace. 
and prosperity to the country. He had 
very little doubt of their success in the. 
coming elections. He said that he was in 
bad health, and did not think he would be — 
able to attend the meeting, although his 
good wishes were with them. He reitera- 
ted his opinion that, notwithstanding the | 
precedents that could be advanced, he did_ 
not think it proper for an ofticer in the 
service of the Government to make polit- 
ical speeches. : 

Mr. I.ce Davis asked him if he finally 
concluded not to address the meeting, if he 
would address a letter to the Secretary | 
setti) g forth his views and his reasons for. 
declination. . | 

Gen. Rousseau responded that he would | 
be happy to do so, and that he would ad- 
dress a letter to the Secretary, which 
night be read at the meeting. | 

The deputation then took their leave, | 
highly pleased with the interview, and. 
with the courteous reception they had met 
at the hands of the distinguished and’ gal- 
lant soldier.
